But Indiana voters did not care to lend themselves 
further to the experiment. In a m atteroffact manner, 
which repudiated lh© almost frantic appeals of their 
leaders on both sides of the question, voters went 
lo the polls and cast a 3-to-l vote'for ratification ct 
the amendment which wilt repeal th© Mrti- ©meed 
Bent.
